Noted that from time to time opportunities are presented to meet with foreign 
scientists and while it would appear that this might fall within the Exchange 
Program, funds are not readily available. Mr. Amory recommended that these 
instances be handled on a case by case basis and that he be authorized to approve 
in consultation with AD/SI expenses incurred in meeting these scientists. The 
Director agreed provided this proposal is concurred in by Dr. Wallace Erode.
